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Report on Employee Comments

The Fine Arts Commission, in an effort to_become more
aware of the needs and wishes qf Agency employees, asked for
comments and criticisms concerning fhe varioué exhibitions it
has sponsored to date. Two hundred and twenty people expressed
their feelings by‘placing written comments in a box located in the
area of the recent "Dramai:ic Potomac'" photo exhibition in
Corridor 1 D at Headquarters,

The results were very interesting, A number of people confined
their comments to the adjacent photography exhibition, while a few
simply requested information. One hundred and sixty eight were
divided in their views as to whether they felt that the Commission
had been successful (86) or unsuccessful (82) in its efforts to enhance
the working environment. Not surprisingly, most (74) of the negative
comments were specifically directed at the contemporary art which
has been hung in the halls this past yéar.

The comments concerning the coﬁtemporary paintings ranged
from '"'disgusting', ''ghastly', '""hideous', ''distasteful'’, ''grotesque',
and "frivolous', to "wonderi"ul",. ""beautiful", "colorful", "warm',
"lively', and "excellent."

The Fine Arts Commission plans its exhibitions to include
various types and forms of art. Eventually the following words
of one employee may reflect the feelings of all;
